Helmke is gathering the eggs for the 


purpose of hatching. He has three sit- 
tings in operation. He believes that he 
has produced tbe greatest hen for com- 
mercial purposes in the world.

This remnrkabl" tree is well pro 


served, well b:ilaii"ed. noble and ma- 
jestic.
